New York Declared Safe F ie Shocks 
Of Earth Faults 


Outside Zone 





MOST BIG CITIES ARE IMMUNE 





ETAILS of the Japanese tragedy, 
the greatest single blow ever 
struck by nature at civilization, 
show that it was the kind of 
catastrophe pictured ‘in fanciful 

minds as the end of the world. It came 
as thé spectacular culmination of dis- 
turbancés that have rocked the Pacific. 

Since’ last November, spreading death 
along the South American coast and 
destruction throughout the storied isles 
of the South Sédas. . 

Never in the known history of human- 
ity has there been such widespread des- 
olation as that visited upon Japan at 
6pa stroke, Fhe classic tragedy of Pom- 
perl in 78 2. D. seems slight compared 
to the fate of Tokio and Yokohama. 
Pompeii had a population of only 20,000 
and the loss of life was about 2,000. In 
‘Herculaneum, destroyed. at the same 
my there probably was not more than 
“a thousand dead, Tokio had more than 
2,000,000 citizens and Yokohama in ex- 
cess of 400,000. 

. Dozens of books and uncounted arti- 
cles have been written dépicting. the 
‘possible destruction of a great city, just 
as Tokio has fallen to pieces as though 
built of blocks. Familiar ‘illustrations 
have shown the skyscrapers é¢ Manhat- 
tan toppling to earth, the’city afire, a 
multitude. stricken. But there is ex- 
cellent evidence to indicate that no such 
fate is likely to befall New York, nor 

most of the world’s. other large cities. 

As indicated by the accompanying map 
of earthquake: zones, these disturbances 
generally are confined for the most part 
to well-defined areas; The map is based 
, mn a composite record of shocks over a 
| period of years. On the Western coast 
both Los Angeles and San Franéisco are 
well within’the zone, Paris, Londoh and 
Berlin and ali of Northern Barope. evi- 
dently are-exempt. A considerable sec- 
tion of Southern Europe is inside one 
danger zdne, notably Italy,. where vol- 
canic thrdes are ¢dommon. * 

New York City Is Safe. 

That New York is safe for: all time 
from an earthquake is the opinion of no 
less, an authority than Father 
of the Georgetown Observatory. He 
ascribes this safety to the fact that the 
tity ts considerably era" 
earth fault, wae + 
cause of most qttak 
faults are..fissures extending for hun- 
dreds of miles and: when a disturbance 
takes place below’ the earth the strain 
reacts on the fault, as the weakest point 
* 4n*the vicinity. Then there is an ‘earth- 

quake. But’ New York-is some hundreds 

of miles from the nearest fault, cutting 
across the upper part. of the State, 
Now and for a long time to come the 
earthquake centres of the world, in the 
opinion of Father Torndorf and other 
efMinent seismologists, will be along the 
shores of the Pacific, in the. regfon' of 
the Aegean Islands, and Messina, Italy. 
A study of earthquake zones’ indicates 
that most of them are confined to 
islands and coastal regions. Only occa- 
sionally do they extend inland any dis- 
tance,. which would seem to establish 
that the big masses of land away from 
the seacoasts are by far the safest. This 
may be understood on the theory that 
these inland masses are thicker and 
more solidified ‘than aleng the edges 
, or in the case of islands. “It also is to 
be noted_ that the earthquake zones 
largely centre gbout thé middle of the 
earth, and thease nearést the equator 
are much more active than the zones 
further away. 
The record lends ground for the opin- 
ion -that the United States is in little 
danger. The disturbances at Galveston 
and’ Charleston some years ago might be 
i. called incidents and there have been no 










, developments in California to indicate 


that anything more serious than tremors 
was imminent there. In contrast to the 
South Americah coast of the Pacific, 


“California has experienced only slight 


vibrations during. the recent upheavals in 
that great ocean, These vibrations trav- 
eled. down the. coast, into Mexico. and 
South Ameri¢a, adnd- became destructive 
shocks in Chile and Peru, 
In an effort to get at some of the un- 
derlying causes back. of the shocks 
, which, have leveled the two great. Japa- 
“nese cities, . the. assistance \was enlisted 
of Dr. Cheater A. Reeds, seismograph 
expert at the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History...Dr. Reeds has been study- 
ing the records of the instrument in the 
museum ° during. the.last, few days and 
comparing’ these with the records of 
other years.

Compare this with the 
depth of .7,254 meters 250 miles. off- 
shore and we get an idea of the tremen- 
dous. difference-in such a relatively 
small area. But 1,000 miles out to sea 
there is that second range, 4,206 meters. 
Nature has. a way of matching one mass 
against another, particularly in the case 
of mountain ranges, and these exert 
pressure upon each other. The under- 
sea range has that relation to Japan and 
there also is a difference in the gravity. 
Well, this pressure is the immediate 
cause of the shocks, as one mass is ad- 
justed to the other. .How long that 
process will'go on nobody can say, and 
neither is there any way of predicting 
in which direction it will next crop out. 
But, broadly speaking, the danger points 
are in the known earthquake zones. And 
in the case of severe disturbances it is 
not usual for these to be repeated under 
intervals of at least ten or twenty 
years.” 

Japan .underwent a shock -in 1891, 
which Dr. Reeds said was.of about 
the sam2z severity as the present one, 
but fortunately fell-in a less populated 
part. of the islands... After, that earth- 
quake’ the phenomenon of compression 
was observed at many places in the re- 
gion affected. For instance, one’ plot 
of ground known.to. have represented 
forty-eight square feet before the shocks 
had shrunk-to-a bare thirty feet after- 
ward, .a.logs of. more than one-half. 


NO DANGER NEAR HERE, 
MOST BIG CITIES SAFE 


Earth Faults, Common Cause of 
Shocks, Skirt Centres of 
Population. 


HB Rev. Father Francis A. Ton- 
dorf; Director of the Georgetown 
University Seismic Observatory, 
is authority for the statement 
that New York City is practically 

immune from danger, so far as earth- 

quakes are concerned. New York is on 

a faultless earthbed, and earthquakes; 

Father ‘Tondorf points out, in most in- 

stances are the result’ of fractures in the 

trust of the earth, scinetimes referred to 
as “slippings.’” To geologists. these 

‘* slippings’* are known as faults. 

The rest of the American: Atlantic 

mainland is practically safe, and this 

despite ‘the fact that the Laurentian 
fault underlies a considerable. part of 
the States of the Atlantic seaboard, be- 
ginning with Massachusetts and ending 
in South Carolina. The Charleston 
earthquake of 1886, an insignificant af- 
fair when compared with the great 

Japanese disaster of last week, was the 

most severe earth shock which ever took 

place in the Wastern section of the 

United States. That shock was caused 

by the Laurentian fault. 

** The maps of zones along which earth- 

quakes are liable to occur,’ said Father 

Tondorf, “ are ‘quite as dependable as 

any of our geographical maps of the 

world. An inspection of such maps shows 
that the most earthquake-shaken regions 
of ‘the globe mark the boundaries of the 

Pacific'Ocean. They likewise show that 

many, if not the greater’ number, of 

quakes. have their origin in the ocean’s 
bed. Study these maps and one would 
naturally wonder if the coastal distribu- 

tion of earth ‘movements paralleled a 

like volcanic distribution along the Pa- 

cific border. If we were to follow the 
notions of the earlier seismologists, such 
necessarily would obtain, for they were 
of the opinion that all earthquakes were 
of -voleanic origin. ; 

“Today we know better. It is true 

that some earthquakes have their origin 

in volcanic activity, but these are com- 
paratively few, their severity never 
marked and their influence nevey wide-

We can appreciate this fact when 
it is-recalled that Mendenhall calculated 
that the energy expended in the Chafles- 
ton, 8. C., earthquake of Aug. 31, 1886, 
was 1,300,000,000 horsepower, and .that 
was mild when compared to the sreat 
Japanese shocks of last week. -

Troubles on the Increase. 


The former board boy’s troubles mul- 
tiplied rapidly after the crash of BE.

It was 
due to developments arising from 
this case that he was indicted the other 
day by. the Federal Grand Jury ard 
compelled to put‘ up $5,000 bail for trial. 


It was because of the intimations and| 


open charges in the investigation re- 
sulting from this failure that Baseball 
Commissioner Kenesaw M. Landis be- 
gan to take a close interest in Stone- 
ham’s financial career and that Presi- 
dent John Heydler of the National 
League was moved to remark that while 
Stoneham had been a good man in base- 
ball his indictment had\ embarrassed the 
League, 

It was known that some of the Stone- 
ham accounts’had gone to the Fuller 
firm. But it was not until the bank- 
rupt partners, Edward M. Fuller and 
William F.. McGee, while committed for 
contempt of court for their failure to 
produce certain missing records, made 
their gensational confessions that evi- 
dence was obtained leading United States 
Attorney Hayward and Referee Haroli 
P. Coffin to charge that Stoneham was 
a silent partner in the firm. 

Stoneham admitted at a referee's 
hearing that hd gave checks of the Na- 
tional Exhibition Company, the corpo- 
rate name of his ball club, totaling 
$147,500, to E. M. Fuller & Co. shortly 
before their.failure, in an effort to pre- 
vent the impefiding collapse. Ths firm 

ai’ then paying out heavily during 

persistent run. Stoneham téestitfeahe } 
made the loans at the urgent behest of 
ex-Streriff ‘Thomas F. Foléy, a Tam-~ 
mary Hall lieutenant. Foley admitted 
asKing that Stoneham make the loans.

Stoneham ‘swore that the advances 
constituted nothing more than loans, 
but the Grand Jury differed.

Double Tragedy Has Affected 
Lives of Everybody Who Fig- 
ured in the-Long Search. 


NE year will have passed next 
Friday since the. night that the 
Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall and 
Mrs. Elinor. Reinhardt Mills left 
their homes in New Brunswick, 

N. J., to hold a tryst that eventtated in 

their deaths. 

In the year that has elapsed. since 
they were set upon under the ‘apple 
tree of Phillips Farm, long ago torn 
into myriad souvenirs, the justice of 
New Jersey has found itself frustrated 
in efforts to solve a mystery that com- 
manded international interest. 

No solution has been reached. Nor is 
there any prospect of a solution, how- 
ever optimistic’ detectives on the case 
occasionally seem to ‘be. Recently, with 
the anniversary of the murders in. mind, 
the writer interviewed a number of of- 
ficials and ~ others connected with the 
investigation. 

The pathetic-plight of “‘Simple Willie” 
Stevens, now absent from Néw Bruns- 
wick, ‘‘ traveling,’’ cannot fail to arouse 


of the case will recall that Willie Ste- 
vens, brother of Mra Frances - Noel 
dtevens Hall; widow of the slain rector, 


was one of the persons frequently .men- 


tioned.. Much was made of the fact that 
the bushy-haired, heavy-browed. brother 
of Mrs. Hall, who lived in her homie, 
was of simple mind, a man described by.

Keener Competition in the Future. 


The competition among. civilized na- 
tions has been very keen in the past, 
but it will be far keener-in the future.

But as the shattered countries 
begin ‘to revive, demand and consump- 
tion will both incréase rapidly. There 
will be an intensified ‘competition’ for 
raw materials and for markets oversea, 
Imperialism, therefore; will receive a 
new impulse.

¢onsiderable harbor there before Alex- 
andér found it, although doubtless pirate 
galleys uged to shelter behind it and 
presumably there wére fishermen in. the 
village. In the days ofthe Pharaohs 
the capital of the country was dither 
in the vicinity of what is now ‘Cairo or 
in Upper Egypt.

PRISONERS STUDYING COLLEGE COURSES - 





EVENTY-FIVE men behind. bars 
in “Wisconsin. State Prison at 
Waupun .are studying college 
coursés. ‘The source of the bchool 
work is the extension division of 

Wisconsin University. The source of 
the wherewithal to pay for the course 
is the three to six cents a day prison 
earnings. of the convicts, saved penny 
by penny:;through weeks of dreary work. 

These prisoners, it is hardly neces- 
sary to ¢xplain, are not all ignorant. 
There aré-men among them who are 
college normal school graduates, 
who well ‘remember the old scenes and 
happenings of alma mater days, and 
could pefhaps bécome just as mellow as 
any honored classmate over the old 
yells and ‘songs. In fact, one man had 
the degree of doctor of philosophy. He 
was anxidéus to take some of the 
courses which the university gave, * but 


ficiently advanced to offer him. 


The: University of Wisconsin was the 
first in the United States to extend its 
work to prisoners. The plan was start- 
ed six yéars ago, when the extension 
division .organized a class in gas en- 
-gines in the prison at Waupun. Several). 
engines and an instructor -were sent 
there by the tniversity. The prisoners 
became interested, but the ‘experiment 
was not entirely satisfactory. One of 
the reasons was that the prisoners were 
not allowéd to talk and it was difficult 
to conductya course under such circum- 
stances. "The course was discontinued. 

‘The experiment, however, aroused an 
interest in, study among the prisoners. 
They tikéa the course and they wanted 
to study: more of it. Warden Henry

The second group are 
the unéducated criminals who have been 
convicted becatise of thievery or murder. 
The. former class of criminals usually 
study courses of a more cultural valué 
in order to pass &4way monotonous hours. 
y of the others, who realize their 
jaék of economic jopportunity . because 
they have had no education, are taking 
courses which they hope will help them 
when they get out of prison... 

“Tt gives us a feeling that we shall 
have something worth while to.do when 
we get-out,” say. -*‘ We will know 
‘how to do something else than steal for 
our living.” - ~~ y 

A number of lifers who never expect 
to get out of prison are also receiving 
courses by correspondence, “Their study 
is the only thing that helps them to kill 
the monotony ‘and dreariness of prison.

Thug a temporary ownership of part 
of ‘the, capital stock and a detailed. su- 
pervision by a bureau of the United 
States Treasury, a-degree of.supervision 
amounting . almost to managemen<, 
caused many Senators. and Represehta- 
tives: to think of the -Federal’ Land 
Banks as Government institutions. 

Congress had been very proud of this 
bit of legislation. Literally scores of 
Congressmen. and other statesmen and 
publicists ~ have, proudly proclaimed 
themselves as fathers of the.

The evident political advantage to be 
derived from identification ‘with . the 
drafting. and passage of the Federal 
Farm Loan act, and from. the fostering 
of the farm loan system which this-act 
‘ereated, together with the readiness. with 
which Congressmen’, relations. to and 
connections with such. wholesale benefits 
to, farmers would lend themselves to 
political advertising in rural districts, 
made a strong. appeal: to many indi- 
vidual members. Possibly it was be- 
cause of this strong political advantage 
that a keen sense of fatherhood on the 

part of Congress has been so fully de- 
veloped. 

And in many instances. this attitude 
‘on the part of individual members was 
fully: warranted...-Congress had done a 
really big and constructive -work.~ The 
‘general public, the-farmers in particu- 
lar, ‘will “not deny any member full 
credit for any service’ he may have ren- 
dered, either in creating or fostering 


‘the Federal farm’ loan system. 


It' was. the co-operative banks (Fed- 
eral Land Banks) of which Congress 
Was especially proud, The joint stock 
land banks, “organized by private capi- 
tal under the same law, were thought 
to be capablé of making their own way 
without any special aid from theGoy- 
ernment. «But the co-operative banks, 
being operated ona principle. new in 
this country, were deemed to be objects 
of special care and attention on the 
part, of Congress. 

The Congress of 1916, .which created 
the systém, was morally certain that 
the co-operative principle as applied to 
land banks would prove’eminently prac- 
tical in the United States. This was the 
judgment also of the comijission sent 
to Burope:to study this subject;. The. 
findings of that commission: were made 
the basis upon which. rests this: legisla- 
tion, “The ‘co-operative plan had béen 
in. successful operation in the older 
countries ‘of Europe sincé 1769, It had 
long ago passed the experimental stages.

Thus we see that every important ad-

It. was the purpose of Congress in 
creating. theco-operative Federal. Land 
Banks to guarantee to the farmer that 
he could surély and at all times obtain 
a loan.if he could furnish ‘acceptable 
security.. It was intended to. provide 
financial machinery ‘which could respond, 
unfailingly. to the farmer’s. need. By" 
the farmer subscribing to the capital 
stock of the bank jn an amount equal ‘to 
5 per cent. of the loan asked’ for, the 
bank dlways would ‘be able to grant 
the loan. ‘That is, the bank never could 
say to an applicant: “ Sorry; but we're 
loaned up; ” or, “ We would lke to ac- 
commodate you, but we can’t get the 
money.’ 4s a Federal Land Bank, wn- 
der the law, is permitted to iseue. bonds 
up to twenty time’ ite capital, the bank 
would be able. to issue. bonds for the
